The order for 
court martial wil probably be made 
today.

in which it was found was there when 
they moved in.

of the boys had possibly placed it 
there.

Expansion Arraigned. 


New Haven, Jan. 17.—Professor W. G. 


Sumner of Tale university last night 
addressed a large audience on the sub- 
ject of "The Conquest of the United 
States by Spain." It was an arraign- 
ment of the expansion view, and pointed 
out that, although the United States had 
signally defeated Spain in a military 
war, yet the absolute unpreparedness 
of this country for the problems now en- 
forced upon us for solution was quite 
otherwise than in keeping with ordinary 
conquests. 
Spanish Ideas and Span- 


ish policy must of necessity, in a meas- 
ure, enter into American policy, and we 
are by force of circumstances c6mpelled 
to adopt the principles of the old world 
colonizing nations. 
He said that the 


late war was nothing more nor less than 
political jobbery, but it was early found 
necessary to find other arguments for 
the people's inspiration and support 
"We now know, he said, that the con- 
ditions reported in Cuba were not true; 
th«.t we were not justified in our haste. 
A policy of haste is not statesmanlike, 
and now, all that lies beyond our own 
policies is poorly advised and can lead 
only to disaster. 


Professor Sumner was of the opinion 


that our most important inheritance 
from Spain will be the repression of re- 
bellion. 
Our method is wrong because 


it smothers liberty. 
The right method 


Is to enjoy our isolation and the fruits 
of our splendid government, and to allow 
others the same privilege.

BOUNDLESS RESOURCES RIPE FOR 


AMERICAN DEVELOPMENT.' 


Barprlilnf Intelllf encc of tha People of 


the Islands — Far Beyond tbe Savage 
State—Compulsory Education Already 
Established. 


' 
[Special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON, Aug. US.—The peace 


negotiations with Spain, instead of 
lessening public and official interest at 
the national capital in the Philippine 
islands, appear to have had a contrary 
effect. We know the intentions of the 
government regarding Porto Rico, and 
doubtful as the Cuban problem is aud 
difficult to solve we feel reasonably cer- 
tain as to the final disposition to be 
made in this particular instance, but 
when it conies to tbe Philippine islands 
we are all at sea without our bearings. 


The opinions relative to tbe disposal 


to be made of the islands are as various 
as are the 
laracteristics and prefer- 


ences of t e persons tha-t entertain 
them. Many in official life and a few

senators, members of congress and others 
that still linger in Washington are in 
favor of the United States retaining 
permanent possession of tbe group, or at 
least maintaining a controlling interest 
there. The ambiguous nature of tbe 
reference made to tbe Philippines in 
the conditions of peace presented by 
this country to Spain has also had a 
disquieting effect npon tbe public mind 
here, as it is feared that the eastern 
archipelago will be restored to Spain, 
as it was before tbe war began. 


Others, who are opposed to a so called 


policy of imperialism, heartily wish 
that we were rid of tbe whole business, 
let the ultimate fate of the islands be 
what it may. They anticipate rightly 
or wrongly foreign complications loom- 
ing np in the near future whatever th 
degree of control we may exercise in 
these islands, and to retain them per- 
manently they regard as not only op- 
posed to our policy as a nation, bnt also 
subversive of the constitution of tbe 
United States. 


I imagine that the constitutional ob- 


jections advanced against the acquisi- 
tion of fresh territory by this country 
will be very easily disposed of and will 
not prevent such a territorial expansion 
should cogent reasons exist in favor of 
it. 


A few days before congress adjourned 


I happened to meet Senator William E. 
Chandler, and in the course of the con- 
versation the subject of the Philippine 
islands was introduced. 
While not al- 


together in favor of annexing these is- 
lands he stated that there were moral 
reasons why we should not restore them 
to Spain. "We were," he remarked, 


impelled by humane motives to inter- 


fere in Cnba. Why should we, then, in 
opposition to such a mode of action, 
hand over the Philippine islands to 
Spain to commit cruelties far more 
enormous than any for which we have 
justly banished her from the western 
hemisphere?" 


This question of morality will doubt- 


less be regarded as of paramount impor- 
tance by the president and his cabinet 
in disposing of the Philippines. There 
are many others throughout the coun- 
try who will view the matter from a 
totally different point of view. Nearly 
all the people of the Pacific coast favor 
tbe retention of the islands, for the 
very obvious reason of the trade it 
would bring to their ports. Similar mo- 
tives doubtless influence eastern mer- 
chants and manufacturers, though to a 
less extent. 


Though it would be unwise and haz- 


ardous to adopt the role of Cassandra 
and indulge in proleptic speculations as 
to the outcome of the matter, I think 
we may safely conclude that our gov- 
ernment will not end negotiations 
without making provisions for improv- 
ing the political condition of the inha]p- 
itants of the archipelago. This I con- 
clude will be tbe minimum of the pres- 
ident's demands, and not improbably 
the stipulations may involve much 
more. 


Since Aguinaldo became slightly re- 


calcitrant we hare beard a great deal 
to the disfavor of the Filipinos. The 
truth of the matter is that as a people 
they are intellectually as well as in 
other respects superior to our Cuban 
allies and would be more capable of 
self government. That Aguinaldoand 
his army are not as friendly to the 
Americans as they first were is proba- 
bly largely owing to the restraints 
placed npou them in dealing with their 
Spanish enemies. They also suffered 
wrongs as well as the Cubans. What 
wonder, then, if they, conditioned as 
they are, should seek to revenge their 
injuries? Even nations that have attain- 
ed a high degree of civilization do not 
regulate their policy in dealing with 
their enemies by the sermon on the 
mount. How, then, can we expect such 
fc people, remembering centuries of 
wrong, to be more forgiving and forget- 
ful of injuries. 


It would perhaps be an unsafe experi- 


ment to permit the natives of tho Phil- 
ippine islands to rale themselves—no* 
because they bare not able men among 
them capable of conducting a govern- 
ment, nor from the want of intelligence 
and capacity among the people, bnt 
rather because of their eastern way of 
thinking and their nnfnmiliarity with 
the principles of political liberty. Un- 
der tbe tutelage of snob a nation M th« 
United States the Filipino* before many 
years had gone by would no doubt prove 
themselves capable of enjoying the 
privilege* of freedom without abasing 
them. 


The fact that education is compulsory 


in the Philippine islands may be accept- 
ed at Tery good evidence that the people

are not savages and illiterate. Students 
in the high schools display great intel 
lectual capacity, and a remarkable num- 
ber of tb^m study Latin, Greek, Eng- 
lish, and French. They not only have a 
desire for the acquisition of languages 
but have additional a decided talent foi 
acquiring them. Thuy^ are, strange to 
state, as much opposed' to the official 
language (Spanish) as are the common 
people. Many of the young men stuch 
law not with the intention of adopting 
it as a profession, but as a training in 
political philosophy. 


The language of the natives of the 


islands is a dialect of the Malay. It is 
not by any means a rude form of speech, 
bnt is capable of expressing the variou1- 
emotions of an intelligent people and 
lends itself readily to all the purposes 
of poetry and eloquence. This form of 
speech has an extensive literature, and 
the natives of the Philippines can boast 
of their distinguished poets and authors. 


The Malay Indians form the great 


bulk of the population of the islands 
and are divided into two tribes—the 
Tagals and Visayans. They are very ex- 
pert in manufacturing s. variety of nse- 
ful articles, and the women are noted 
for their skill in needlework. 


The pure Spanish on the islands num- 


ber only about 6,000, exclusive of the 
troops. There are many Spanish Creoles, 
a few hundred thousand Chinese., puro 
and half breeds, and a large numti'er of 
Mohammedans from the East Indies. 
The notions of morality existing among 
the natives, whether pure or mixed, are 
not of an elevated character, though m 
this respect they occupy a much higher 
plane than in former years. The Ma- 
lays as a race have been regarded as 
cruel and revengeful, and not without 


cause. Though people of this extraction 
in the Philippines can scarcely be 
charged with prominently displaying 
those objectionable characteristics they 
have undoubtedly hereditary leanings 
in this direction. 


While just as receptive of foreign 


ideas as the Japanese, and probably 
more intellectual, they are less inclined 
to change than those Frenchmen of the 
orient and are slow to adopt anything 
that would have a tendency to destroy 
or even to modify their distinctive 
features as a race. If less amiable and 
docile than the natives of Japan, they 
are certainly their equals if not their 
fcuperiors mentally, and from the phys- 
ical standpoint are generally considered 
their superiors. 


The other day I met an official of the 


bureau of foreign commerce who gave j 
jne much valuable information aboub 
the trade, industries and productions of 
the Philippine islands. He remarked 
that there was no limit to the product- 
iveness of the islands and that a trade 
could be developed between them and 
the United States which could not fail j 
to greatly benefit and enrich our people. I 


The latest trade returns from the ' 


Philippines, he stated, were for 1896. 
For that year the total of imports from 
the islands to various countries amount- 
ed to $19,702,819 and the exports to 
$9,174,093. The United States imported 
considerably over §4,000,000 worth of 
products from the islands and sent them i 
only about $94,000 worth in return. ' 
Henceforth I expect the figures will be 
largely increased so far as this country 
is concerned and will be less dispropor- 
tionate than at present. The imports 
from and exports to Spain were nearly 
equal, about §5,000,000 each. Great 
Britain is the best customer the Philip- 
pines have, her imports being valued at

He lived 
till he was 30, and when be died Alex- 
ander, in his memory, built a city and 
named it Bueephala. 


Caligula had a horse of which he was 


so fond than no extravagance seemed 
misplaced. He had for him a marble 
stable, an ivory stall, gems studded his 
halters. Besides, he (the horse) had a 
palace and retinue of servants, and also 
a set of gold plates. 


Another 
Roman 
emperor, Verus, 


owned a horse that he loved so fondly 
that on the animal's death his master 
erected to him a golden statue. 


Horses have figured in tbe world since 


before tbe beginning of history. There 
are Assyrian carvings, thought to be 
over 4,000 years old, in which the 
sculptor appeared to prefer carving 
horses to men, for there are more of 
them. 


Besides in history, they appear in 


legend—tho white legged, white tailed, 
othurwise black horses of the twins 
Castor and Pollux are among these.

If England and France should come to 


blows over the disposition of territory 
in Africa, a man who would achieve ex- 
ceptional prominence on the French side 
IB Major M. B. J. Marchand. Already 
bis doings iu the dark continent have 
disturbed England to an unusual extent. 
His recent appearance at .Fashoda with 
tie little army of Senegalese sharp- 
shooters was a startling proposition to 
the British foreign office, and tho'shock

It was in 1896 that Marchand, who

His scheme 
was approved, and he was given a ma- 
jor's commission and placed at the head 
of the expedition. 


He started nearly two years ago on 


the expedition, which, after traversing 
8,000 miles to the upper valley of the 
Nile, has found a resting place, for the 
present at least, in Fashoda. He left a 
trail of blood and ashes to mark the 
progress of civilization'into the heart oi 
a benighted, heathen land, and now it 


1 may be necessary for two civilized na- 


tions to fight each other for the privi- 
lege of putting up the tollgates on that 
trail. 


The Sirdar's Bullet. 


The sirdar of the army in Egypt, on 


whom the eyes of Englishmen are now 
turned from every quarter of the em- 
pire, has had a very extraordinary ex- 
perience, having swallowed a buljet 
with which he had been wounded and 
which he now preserves as a memento. 
During the campaign of 1888 Major 
Kitchener was hit in the side of -the 
face by a bullet during a skirmish near 
Suakin and was taken down the Nile 
and thence to the Citadel hospital at 
Cairo, where, despite all the efforts of 
the surgeons, the bullet could not be 
located, X rays being then unknown. 
On the authority of Sergeant Bilton, 
late of the medical staff corps, who is 
now in London and who was then 
specially detailed to look after the in- 
jured officer, the wound was a healthy 
one and very soon healed, and the med- 
ical officers came to the conclusion that 
the bullet had worked ita way out with- 
out being noticed on the passage down 
the Nile. Bilton one day tempted his 
patient's appetite with a tasty beef- 
steak, which the major had no sooner 
attacked than he put his hand to his 
throat, exclaiming: "Bilfcrn, if there 
was no bone in the steak, I've swallow- 
ed that bullet. I felt it go down." This 
proved to be the case, the bullet pass- 
ing through the alimentary canal with- 
out injury to the distinguished officer. 
—London Chronicle.

tOK MAYOR'S APPOINTMENTS. 


Mayor Cady announced his appoint- 


ments this morning. The list contains 
Just 'three changes. The changes are 
the appointment of Jackson L. Temple 
to be -commissioner of public works; 
John H. Emigh, who was commissioner 
of public works last year, is appointed 
city engineer, an office which has been 
vacant for a year, and W. H. Ingraham 
has been chosen to succeed W. H. 
Woodhead as city almoner. The other 
appointments are J. "W. Hardenbergh, 
city treasurer and tax collector; P. J. 
Ashe, city solicitor; W. W. Byars, chief 
engineer of fire department and inspec- 
tor of buildings; Dr. T. J. Putnam, city 
physician, Peter Keefe, city bookkeep- 
er; and Dr. F. D. Stafford, W. H. Ar- 
nold .and Edmund Vadnais, board of 
health. The re-appointments pre sat- 
isfactory. 
The men have had experi- 


ence -in office and are in a position to 
render the city good service. 


The changes the mayor has made 


can not be commended unless from a 
political point of view. Mr. Temple 
and Mr. Ingraham, though men of ad- 
mitted ability, are men whose voca- 
tions have not been of a kind that gave 
them any training for the public du- 
ties that will devolve upon them. Mr. 
Temple Is taken from the life of an 
accountant and placed in a position 
requiring ripened business judgment, 
an extensive knowledge of affairs and 
no email technical knowledge. 
Mr. 


Ingrabam is taken from the shoe fac- 
tory to fill a position 
requiring a 


knowledge of particular laws and to 
match his knowledge with the trained 
officials of other cities of the common- 
wealth, whose paupers this city from 
time to time is obliged to care for. 
We mean no reflection upon the ap- 
pointees. They are men, no doubt, of 
good judgment and ability, men who 
will develop 
all the 
requirements 


under the pressure of the responsibili- 
ty, bnt we seriously question the wis- 
dom of making such appointments. To 
make them, two competent and trained 
men have been thrown down without 
reason. 


Mr. Temple and Mr. Ingraham must 


be trained at the expense of the city, 
and It Is the mayor's fault. This is a 
strange kind of economy for an econo- 
my mayor. It is no economy at all; 
it is something else.

George 
Owens has been acting superintendent 
of streets since Mr. Douglass resigned, 
back in last year. Immediately after 
the city election he was given the 
superintendent's salary without the ap- 
pointment to the office.

Dover, Del., Jan. 17.—The Republican 
nembers of the legislature, who number 
1 of the total membership of 53, did not 
tgree last night upon a candidate for 
j'nited States senator to succeed Sen- 
.tor Gray. A caucus was arranged, but i 
he only Republicans who met, however, .' 
,-ere the union, or Addicks Republicans, ' 
md 15 of these gathered in the house of 
representatives. 
It waa rumored that 


several regular, or anti-Addicks Re- ! 
publicans, who favor the election of Col- 
onel Henry A. Dupont, would go into 
caucus, but they did not do so. 


Factional lines were strictly drawn, 


and the regulars took no action what- 
ever in the selection of a candidate. 
The union meeting was presided over by i 
State Senator Allee, who is the union 
Republican state chairman, and the 
members voted unanimously for J. E. 
Addicks. 
They contend that their 


gathering was the regular caucus of the 
party and that its outcome makes Ad- 
dicks the regular nominee. 


In this, however, the Dupont element 


does not concur. The Democratic mem- 
bers held a minority caucus, and, after 
several of that party had withdrawn, 
owing to their sentiments on the silver 
question, the remainder voted unani- 
mously for George Gray. 


The house will vote separately today, 


and the joint ballot pf the assembly will 
begin on "Wednesday. Aside from the 15 
Addicks voters, it is expected that at 
least 11 regulars will vote for Dupont 
The Gray vote will be about 16. As it 
has been established that a "majority 
of the members present" can elect a 
senator, the deadlock, which will un- 
doubtedly occur may be broken before 
the end of the 60 days' session of the 
legislature.

ON THE FACE OF DEATH, 


Statesmen and Diplomats Gaze In 


Homage to Siricken Leaden 


State Funeral Accorded Late 


Nelson Dingley. 


His Body Will Lie In Stale at the Ciiy Hall In 


Lewiston Today. 


Washington, Jan. IT.—A state funeral 


was given Representative Dingley yes- 
terday. 
Such an honor has not been 


accorded a member of the house since 
William D. Kelly of Pennsylvania died, 
when a member of the Fifty-first con- 
gress. 
President McKinley was then 


chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee. 


Yesterday the president was a sincere 


mourner, it being remarked that he had 
not entered the hall since the time he 
represented a district of Ohio in the 
national congress some years ago. 


The president, his cabinet, distin- 


guished members of the diplomatic corps, 
members of the supreme court, senate 
and bouse, and distinguished men in 
military and civil life were ranged about 
his bier on the floor of the hall, while the 
galleries, to which admission oould be 
obtained only by card, were occupied by 
the families of those who sat upon the 
floor, and other prominent personages 
invited to be present 


The remains were taken from the Hotel 


Hamilton to the Capito! yesterday morn- 
ing: at 10 o'clock, and were borne into the 
hall of representatives by a squad of 
Capitol police, under the direction of 
Sergeant-a,t-Arms Russell. The casket 
wag placed on a bier in the area in front 
of the marble rostrum of the speaker, 
and for an hour the public, which had no 
opportunity to witness the official cere- 
monies later, was allowed to view the re- 
mains as they lay in state. Thousands 
of people streamed through the main 
door down past the casket and gazed 
upon the calm, serene features of fee 
dead during that hour. 


The decorations of the hall were simple 


but strikingly beautiful. Palms relieved 
the rigid corners, and palm leaves ar- 
ranged in the form of ,a tre-foil planted 
in wreaths of galax leaves tied with long 
.streamers of purple adorned the walls. 
A cluster of roses and palm leaves were 
arranged on each section of the brass 
railing about the rear of the hall. This 
simple scheme of decoration culminated 
pbout the rostrum beneath which the re- 
mains lay. 


The services were conducted by the 


Rev. S. M. Newman of the First Con- 
gregational church of this city, assisted 
by Rev. Dr. Couden, chaplain of the 
house. It waa a very simple service. 
Rev. Mr. Newman read the 14th chapter 
of St. John's. He then apoke of the deep 
solemnity of the occasion and the great 
leeson which might be drawn from tht 
life which had been finished. ' 


Rev. Mr. Couden, the blind dhapiuir 


of the house, made a touching prayer 
and the exercises were concluded wit) 
the singing by the quartet, to the qr§ra 
accompaniment, of "Jesus, Lover of M 
Soul."

OKKEKAIj EAUAN'S CASE 


Still the Snblect of Consideration by the 


Auihoiities al \lasliiugtoa. 


Washington, Jan. 17.—In answer to a 


direct question, Secretary Alger, at the 
close of the official day, said that the 
war department had taken no action in 
the case of Commissary General Eagan, 
and he declined to say one word as to 
his intentions In the matter. 
It was 


apparent during the day that this matter 
was receiving attention, and in fact the 
commissary general himself spent some 
time closeted with the secretary. 


Three distinct lines of action were 


talked of as within the line of prob- 
ability. The first was a strong letter of 
reprimand to be addressed by the presi- 
dent himself to General Eagan, stating 
that but for the immunity he had prom- 
ised all witnesses before the commission 
he would have courtmartialled him. 
The second line was an actual court- 
martial, with the third a court of in- 
quiry. The purpose of the latter would 
be, it was said, to place upon a military 
tribunal the responsibility for deciding 
whether or not General Eagan Should 
be tried by a courtmartial. 


Of courss the court of Inquiry might 


go a long way into the matters which 
led up to the attack contained in Gen- 
eral JSagan's statement. 


The commission which tlfe president 


Is about to appoint to proceed to the 
Philippines will not be subject to the 
confirmation ot the United States sen- 
ate, but will be named under reserved 
authority of the president, and Its 
expenses will be paid out of the war 
appropriations. 
It is not expected to 


commit the United States government 
to the recognition of the natives, nor 
is it to fnyjie a scheme of government 
for the islands. Undoubtedly, however, 
the commissioners will unofficially con- 
fer with the natives, and advise with the 
military authorities, it being felt here 
that men of their experience and qual- 
ifications will be valuable counsellors 
In the conditions now existing. 


It is believed that the natives can be 


kept from hostilities until the arrival 
of the commission at Manila, and then 
It is hoped that the best results will 
follow the visit, Including the reas- 
surance of the natives upon many points 
as to which they are now doubtful. 


It will be perceived also that by the 


appointment of the commission the 
president is granting the appeal of some 
of the best Filipinos, who are confident 
that both sides will be enlightened by its 
creation, and declare that the United 
States government will be shown that 
the abilities of the Filipinos for govern- 
ment has bean under-estimated, while 
the Filipinos themselves will be induced 
to have patience before insisting upon 
instant self-government.

The features of yesterday's skirmish

OUR TROOPS IN CUBA, 


General Stcrnberg Finds They Are 


Generally Well Situated, 


There Is Very Little Serious 


Sickness at Present. 


iinitary Regeneration ol Havana Is a Vary 


Difficult Problem. 


Washing-ton, Jan, 17,—Fears for the 


health of the soldiers now stationed in 
Cuban towns will be generally allayed 
by report of General Sternberg, who has 
just returned from a visit to the Island, 
and who was specially delegated to in- 
quire Into the needs of the hospital 
service. 


General Sterniberg's special purpose 


while away was to see that every ar- 
rangement was made to protect the 
health of the garrison troops before tha 
unhealthy season comes on. 


In summing up the condition of affairs 


as he found them he la reported as fol- 
lows: 


"I find the sanitary condition of troops 


now stationed in and near Havana, Ma- 
tanzas and Plnar Del Rio to be very 
rood at present There Is very little 
serious sickness, but medical 
officers 


generally apprehend that there will be a 
very considerable Increase in th-e amount 
of sickness as the unhealthy a-eason ap- 
proaches, and strenuous efforts are being 
made to prepare for a large number of 
sick in case the military situation makea 
it necessary to retain a considerable 
body of troops in Cuba during the Bum- 
mer. 


"At Havana order* have been given 


for the preparation of the Spanish mili- 
tary hospital Alfonso XIII, which has a 
capacity of 2000 beds; also for an officers' 
hospital at the Vedado, and for*another 
hospital for infectious diseases. At Ma- 
tanzas th« military hospital and bar- 
racks are being thoroughly disinfected 
and prepared for the use of our troops. 
In the meantime a suburban villa, ad- 
mirably adopted to the purpose, is being 
prepared for use as a hospital. The 
troops near Matanzas are encamped on 
high ground overlooking the bay in a 
location which I consider quite favorable 
from a. sanitary point of view. The 
camps at Marianao are well located. 


"In Havana, General Ludlow is ex- 


hibiting great energy in organizing the 
civil government and in preparing to 
carry out neee-ssary sanitary measures. 
The sanitary regeneration of Havana Is, 
however, a difficult problem, and one 
which win require tim«, as well as money 
and energy. I consider It entirely im- 
practicable to place this city In such a 
condition that it will be safe for non- 
acclimated persons to remain there dur- 
ing the coming summer wtthout serious 
irisk, especially if they frequent the more 
unhealthy part* of the city. 


"Occasional cases of yellow fever oc-i 


cur In this city throughout the winter, 
but the epidemic prevalence of this 
disease does not usually commence be- 
fore May, and the extent of an epidemic 
•depends entirely upon the number of un- 
acclimated strangers exposed In the In- 
fected localities during the unhealthy 
Reason. Yellow fever is epidemic *t 
Havana. Matanzas, Cardenas, Cien- 
fuegos, Trinidad and various other sea- 
port cities. It occaalonally prevails at 
Puerto Principe, Holguin, Pinar Del Rio, 
Remedies and several other Interior 
towns."

good sanitary condition within three 
months, without under-ground sewage. 
The old residents regard the new health 
regulations as unnecessary and med- 
dlesome, and even some well-to-do and 
•well informed persons, when making 
their objections, describe themselves as 
"healthy enough." A thousand persons 
are engaged in the work of cleaning 
the streets and public buildings.

There 
are two more cases of smallpox In the 
One Hundred and Sixty-first Indiana 
regiment, making flve In all, and there 
is one case of suspected yellow fever 
in the First Texas regiment.

An entirely amicable undei 
standing on the attitude 01 the two Ne 
England universities toward Cornel! wa 
reached, and although the transaction^ 
of the meeting have been kept carefu!l.\ 
guarded, there is little doubt as to what 
the actual relations of the three parties 
are. Harvard and Yale both wish t«> 
row Cornell, and there Is no truth in tlu 
recent reports that they Intend to as- 
sume any dictatorial attitude as to thr 
terms under which the race is to be 
rowed.

The recent unofficial utterances 
of the Yale Alumni Weekly, giving the 
Yale side of the case, are heartily echoed 
at Cambridge. Under these clicum- 
stances the Harvard and Yale authori- 
ties hardly feel justified in agreeing to 
TOW at Poughkeeprjie, or under any otln r 
circumstances that would put the Har- 
vard-Yale contest at what they con- 
sider a disadvantage, or make it less ac- 
cessible to the alumni and undergradu- 
ates At New London* the race would be 
i. more strictly college event, which can 
be conveniently witnessed by thousands I 
of college men. "If Cornell can come in. 
so much the better," expresses the at- 
titude which prevails at Harvard. 


In a word, Harvard and Yale are 


united' in wanting their race kept at New 
London and are not inclined to sacrifice 
it for the sake of rowing Cornel], as the 
latter's participation is necessarily but 
an incident to the time-honored contest 
between Harvard and Yale. It is an in- 
cident that both dfesire in perfect good 
£aith — but at New London. 


Rowing men are inclined to draw this

There are many popular recipes for cut- 


ting short the impulse to sneuze, such as 
pressing with the tongue firmly on the 
roof, of the moutn, grasping the end of tha 
nose between the thumb and forefinger, or 
ranking pressure with the tip of the nuger 
on the upper lip ir. its canter. 


It is a mistake, however, to stop a 


gneeze, unless one happens to be where 
such a paroxysm would be embarrassing, 
as at a dinner party or engaged in bur- 
glary. In any case, it is a mistake in a 
hygienic sense, for a succession of three 
or four sonorous sneezes often saves one 
from a cold in the head. 


The process of sneszing is accompanied 


by an increased secretion from tbe mucous 
membrane, and this often washes away 
the microbes which were just undergoing 
the change, whatever it may be, that 
transforms them from harmless to most 
abominably harmful organisms. 


One who feels a "cold" coming on and 


does not sneeze should try to induce a 
slight attack by tickling the nostrils, with 
a feather or snufflng up n little black 
pepper or tobacco. A mixtuie of one part 
of quinine, four parts of camphor aud ten 
parts of powdered sugar makes an excel- 
lent and harmless snuff for this purpose. 
After sneezing well flve or six times, blow 
tbe nose thoroughly, and nine times out 
of ten the threatened cold will be blown 
away.—Youth's Companion.

Hero I have been brought face to face 
with a civilization which was old be- 
fore any of the nations of Europe had 
assumed a local habitation and a name. 
That it is essentially different from 
western civilization no one can deny, 
but neither can any one deny that it is 
a civilization. More than 2,000 years 
ago it was so old that it had become 
crystallized into,a conservatism of polit- 
ical methods and social usages which 
have remained practically unchanged 
ever since. 


It is not a phase of civilization which

the Chinese occasionally worship noth- 
ing else they are certain to prostrate 
themselves before the shrines of their 
ancestors. The feudal system still pre- 
vails in a modified form in. some coun- 
tries of Europe, bat more than 2,000 
years ago it was abolished in China, 
and probably ever since then, as now, 
political preferment and social status 
were the rewards of intellectual endow- 
ments and personal merit. Many abuses 
exist iu China, and official corruption 
is rampant, but these eaera to be less 
the outcome of the system prevailing in 
the country than of a lax administra- 
tion of law and the tame submission of 
the people under the rigorous, dishonest 
rule of officials. 


Into this fossilized system of political 


and social conventionalities the yorng 
emperor, Kwang-Hsn, attempted lately 
to introduce some radical reforms. They 
were in general much needed reforms, 
but they were too sweeping, and unfor- 
tunately the emperor was weak and 
stood practically alone in his efforts to 
introduce some of the phases of western 
life. The all powerful Empress Dow- 
ager Tsi An bitterly opposed these con- 
templated changes,-.practically deposed 
the emperor and annulled his edicts of 
reform. In doing this she was support- 
ed t>y nearly all the official class and 
by the people. Since the emperor's 
laudable attempt at reforming bis king- 
dom 'rumors have been current in the 
city that he is seriously ill, and I shall 
not be surprised to hear of his death at 
any moment. The palace of the emper- 
or is hermetically sealed to all but the 
court party, and for all any one outside 
its precincts knows he may already 
have ascended upon tbe dragon to occu- 
py an important position in the upper 
celestial kingdom. 


In making his exit from the mundane 


stage so summarily and at such an op- 
portune moment for his enemies he 
•would he but following tbe example of 
his predecessor, Tnng-Chi, who, when 
be attempted to get out of the leading 
strings of the empress dowager and as- 
sert his independence in 1875, met a 
similar fate. But whether the emperor 
lives or dies it will probably be some 
years 
before 
China adopts reforms 


which would do much to develop 
her resources and increase her impor- 
tance in the community of nations. The 
integrity of her domain threatened on 
every side, it is high time that she 
awoke to the realization of her position. 
In five or sis years it may be too late, 
and the disintegration of the vast em- 
pire may relegate to others the intro- 
duction of reforms which if inaugurat- 
ed by herself would have saved her 
from ruin. 
Already China has lost 


Ana in to France, the suzerainty of upper 
Burma to Great 
Britain and the 


Amur valley to Enssia, with tbo prob'- 
ability that Manchuria will soon also 
become an appanage of the czar's. 


I do not know whether or not it 


would be better for the western world 
to have China remain as she is and 
stand the chance of disintegration or 
have her, like Japan, open her door to 
modern ideas of civilization. Should 
she follow the example of Japan the 
possible consequences are appalling. In- 


•utnoieuf resources to equip her troops, 
•he might well be supposed irresistible. 


But whatever fate may await China, 


politically considered, tbe wall of se- 
clusion with which she has surrounded 
herself fur centuries has been broken, 
fend the vast country will shortly be aa 
free to the agents of commerce as any 
other part of the earth. As a field for 
commercial enterprise it is unsurpassed, 
and untold riches await tbe nations 
which can gain a control of that trade 
in the start. This, more than the pos- 
session of Chinese territory, is leading 
to the rivalry between Eussia, Great 
Britain and Germany in China. Very 
strangely the United States, with trade 
interests in that country exceeding all 
other nations but Great Britain, ap- 
pears to be supine and allows her 
chances of a valuable trade to be mo- 
nopolized by others. 


Of the various competitors for the 


trade of China Russia so far seems to 
have outdistanced all her rivals. For 


| 60 years she has been planning to cap- 
1 tare tbe rich markets of this vast Chi- 


I nese empire, and to accomplish this it 
j was necessary to have railroad commn- 
. nication through Siberia to a convenient 


eeacoaet port open all the year. Quietly 


! she has pursued her course, and, gen- 


erally regarded as an unimportant factor 


1 in the commercial world, she has se- 


cured for the Muscovite traders the 
richest markets in the world. She has 
obtained privileges in China which 


• will give her a practical monopoly of 


I the trade to that country when the 


I Transsiberian railway is completed. It 
| appears from tbe published text of the 


agreement alleged to have been made by 
the Chinese government with the Eus- 
so-Chineee bank that it has pledged 
itself to charge one-third less import 
duty on all Russian goods entering Chi- 
na through Manchnrit than is paid on 
similar products from other foreign 
countries landed at Chinese ports. But 
this is not the only advantage tbe .Rus- 
sian trader will have in disposing of his 
wares in China. He will also be charged 
lower transit dues, and in cases where 
it is thought possible to destroy compe- 
tition tbe Russian government will 
grant rebates which will practically se- 
cure a monopoly to her merchants in 
the articles so favored. 


In Persia Russia has killed competi- 


tion by her system of rebates. On every 
pound of manufactured Russian cotton 
or other goods sent into Persia the Rus- 
sian manufacturer and merchant re- 
ceive from their government three half- 
pence, which is more than sufficient to 
cover the cost of freight, amounting to 
a halfpenny per pound, leaving a penny 
per pound profit in freight besides the 
usual profit on their goods. The traders 
of the United States and all other coun- 
tries find it impossible to compete with 
those of Russia under those circum- 
stances. 


| 
Should a lower import duty and 


transit duos not be sufficient to destroy 
competition in China Russia, we may 


' be sure, will adopt there tbe method 


she has found so effective in Persia. In 
any event the concessions granted to 
Russia iu China will undoubtedly in- 
jure the trade in oil, flour, piece goods 
and other products sent from the Unit- 
ed States to China when the railway 


, across Siberia is completed. Tbe system 


, of Russian bounty will also seriously 


affect American kerosene interests when 
it is extended to oil tank trains through 
Siberia and Manchuria, bringing mil- 
lions of gallons of Russian petroleum to 


, China. 


I 
But independently of the unfavorable 


circumstances referred to there are oth- 
er obstacles in the way of American 
merchants securing trade iu China for 


1 which they are themselves responsible. 


They mistakenly conclude that any- 
thing will do for the Cb.nese, whereas 
there is no people in the world more 
particular than they are. In trading 
with them their customs and even their 


; superstitions must be considered as well 


as tbe things which are regarded as im- 
portant iu other countries. In dealing 
with them it is a great matter to have 
a lucky trademark, and it is above all 
important that they should deal not 
with the firm directly, but with a man 
on the ground in whom they have con- 
fidence. This man, if he is wise, knows 
the demands of the trade and makes bis 
selections accordingly, and however eo- 
centric somo of his orders may be they 
should be followed.

will run regularly from Vancouver and 
Victoria to Hakodai and Vladivostok.

HOW JERUSALEM INSPIRES CHRIS- 


TIANS AT CHRISTMAS TIME. 


Modern Occurrence* Lo«« Their Im- 


portamee In ftemembrance ol the 
Stupendous Events of the Pa»t. 
Strunire CommlngrUnar of Creed*. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


JERUSALEM, Deo. 8.—Jerusalem was 


I familiar name to me from my earliest 
years, and I heard of it before I knew 
the designation of my native place. 
Nearly all my earliest and most serious 
thoughts centered in it, and I was ac- 
quainted with its history and with that 
of the remarkable people associated 
with it before I had obtained more 
than an inkling of that of my own na- 
tion. Subsequent years never obliterat- 
ed these early impressions. Jerusalem 
was and remained to me the omphaloa 
of the warld, that spot of all the earth 
where religion and history had become 
crystallized. 


Feeling and believing as I do, when 


I arrived here a few weeks ago I mnst 
confess to a feeling of disappointment. 
Though I knew perfectly well what to 
expect, the ideal notion of the city and 
country dominating my mind for so 
many years in defiance of knowledge 
marie my first sight of both leas pleas- 
ant than it would otherwise have been. 
The land flowing with milk and honey 
of my youthful dreams seemed to be but 
a dreary, treeless, rocky waste, where it 
would be difficult for the shepherd to 
find pasturage for his flock. Upon enter- 
ing the city fay railroad, an unfortunate 
way for an euthuEiast to do so, my dis- 
illusionment became more" complete. 
The ancient city of David did not at all 
appear impressive, and the crowds"of 
tattered beggars that besieged me at ev- 
ery step made me sadly reflect of tha 
time when plenty reigned within the 
gates of Zioa and mendicants were un- 
known. 


But this feeling of disappointment 


was only of temporary duration, and 
those circumstances out of 
harmony 


witb my ideal of the place soon ceased 
to have any effect upon my mind. It is 
impossible for any one reared nnder a 
Christian civilization, 
whatever his 


speculative beliefs may be, to visit this 
aoene of the most stupendous events ever 
enacted upon the stage of life without 
being awed and impressed. This was 
tbe center from which emanated those 
religions influences which have domi- 
nated the civilized world for so many 
centuries. Christ preached here, and 
here he waa crucified and buried and 
rose again, as we Christians believe. 
Within an boar's ride of the city is 
Bethlehem, the place of his birth, and 
on tbe nearby bills tbe shepherds yet 
watch their flocks as they did on that 
first Christmas eve close on 1,900 years 
ago. Nazareth, where he spent his youth 
and worked at bis trade, is at no great 
distance, and all the other places asso- 
ciated witb his life and ministry are 
easily accessible. 


In writing from such a place it is im- 


possible to get outside the range of the 
historical perspective and events of the 
present viewed through the media of 
the past are like objects seen through a 
diminishing lens.

governments and chnrches. 


Tha religions industry, if I may be 


permitted to use the term, is apparent- 
ly tbe only one which flourishes in Je- 
rusalem. If poor in everything else, it 
is incomparably rich in religions asso- 
ciations and religions festivals. Chris- 
tians and Mohammedans vie with each 
other in making their numerous festi- 
vals specially impressive, and though 
no two creeds are Jess in barmoay thou- 
sands of tbe former view witb pleasure 
the Mobammedau festival of Neba Mou- 
£a, while tbe gala scenes of Christmas, 
Easter and the Greek feast of tbe As- 
sumption attract interested thousands 
of tbe followers of tbe prophet. 


Ono of the saddest sights of Jerusa- 


lem is the wailing place, where every 
Friday tbe Jews meet on tbe outside of 
the walls of the mosque of Omar, which 
occupies the site of Solomon's temple, 
and witb their heads bent against tbe 
stones bewail tbe loss of the Holy City 
end pray God to restore tbe land to his 
chosen people.

Then there was Ruth 
Ashmore, the discreet and tactful gen- 
tlewoman who wrote entertaining axi- 
oms for the guidance of uncertain girl- 
hood, standing, more diffident than re- 
luctant, at the half open door, which 
means the step from childhood to wo- 
manhood, wondering, with all the self 
consciousness of youth, just how this 
step might be most gracefully accom- 
plished. Thousands of young girls in 
America considered Ruth Ashmore the 
last court of appeal in mooted ques- 
tions of etiquette and propriety.

AN ARTIFICIAL ICE PLANT, 


Worcester Syndicate Anxious to Locate 


One Here if Prospects are 


Good. 
v 


Since the discussion began this fall 


in regard to the Question of pure ice, 
as the result of the council's vote to 
have the annual examination in the 
winter instead of in the spring, a com- 
munication has been received in this 
city in regurd to the prospects for 
starting' an artificial ice plant. 
A 


Worcester syndicate is said to be con- 
sidering the possibility of locating such 
a plant here provided the opening 
seems favorable: 


The syndicate wants 
to secure a 


property where the purest spring water 
could be secured, and would manufac- 
ture ice that would be absolutely pure. 
It is not known as yet what action the 
syndicate will take in the matter. 


A similar plant was started in this 


city a few years ago on Ashland street, 
but owing to various circumstances it 
had to be given up before it succeeded 
in manufacturing much ice. Since the 
question of the annual inspection came 
up, however, and especially since last 
year's experience, when so much ice 
was condemned, there has been con- 
siderable discussion as to the prospects 
for success should such a plant be 
started. It is probable that consider- 
able opposition would result on the 
part of the icemen. 


Death of William WKliams. 


William Williams, an old, well known 


and highly respected resident, died 
Monday afternoon at 3 o'clock at his 
home, 2 Hall street, in the 78th year of 
his age. He had been in feeble health 
for a long time and six weeks ago he 
suffered a shock of paralysis, since 
which time he had been steadily fail- 
ing. 
His heart became affected and 


for the last few days he suffered much, 
but before his death all pain ceased and 
the end was like the coming of a 
peaceful sleep. 


Mr. Williams was born in Redruth, 


Cornwall, England. He was married 
in 1S46 and came to the United States 
a few years later. 
He afterwards 


settled in Stanstead, P. Q., from which 
place he came -to North Adams with 
the Shanley brothers when they took 
the Hoosac tunnel contract and was 
bookkeeper in their office until the 
tunnel was finished. Later Mr. Wil- 
liams went to Nova Scoua, where he 
was engaged for seven or eight years 
in railroad contracting. He returned 
to North Adams about 14 years ago 
and had since lived here. While living 
in Nova Scotia he suffered an attack 
of apoplexy and was never afterward 
so well as before. A year ago last 
July he suffered a partial paralysis of 
the vocal cords and was quite feeble 
from that time. When the Zylonite 
works were running Mr. Williams was 
employed for a time in the laboratory 
of the late Prof. George M. Mowbray, 
the two men being firm friends. 


Mr. Williams was a quiet, but genial 


and friendly man and was highly re- 
spected and esteemed for his upright 
character and high qualities of mind 
and heart. 
He was 
scrupulously 


honest and strictly fair and conscien- 
tious in all his dealings. He was a 
kind husband 
and father, a firm 


friend and good citizen. He had been 
for years a member of the Methodist 
church and he was also a member of 
Oneco lodge, I. O. O. F. Though not in 
active life for some years past, he was 
a man who will be missed by those with 
whom he was in any way associated 
and will be remembered as one whom 
to know was to honor and esteem. 


Mr. Williams' wife died about eight 


years ago. He leaves two daughters, 
Miss Carrie Williams of this city and 
Mrs. C. M. Thomas of Stanstead, P. Q. 
He also leaves two brothers and a sis- 
ter in England and one sister living in 
Canada, 


The funeral will be held in the Metho- 


dist church parlors Thursday after- 
noon at 2.30 o'clock and will be at- 
tended by the Odd Fellows in a body. 
Rev. J. A. Hamilton will conduct the 
services and the burial will be in Hill- 
side cemetery. 


Death of Mrs, Clark,

Frank Whipple, A Local 


Boy, Describes the Life 


of Regular Army. 


STILL AFRAID OF TREACHERY 


On Part 
of Spanish Sympathizers 


Springs are Guarded to Prevent 


Poisoning, and Guns are Useful 


When Away From Camp. 


Delightful 
Weather. 


The following unusually Interesting 


letter has been received from Frank 
Whipple, son of -Officer Henry Whipple, 
who enlisted in the regular army as 
soon as he had recovered from 
the 


severe illness caused by his service as 
a volunteer in the Second New York. 
There are in the regiment with him a 
number of North Adams and Northern 
Berkshire boys, and all will be in- 
terested in his descriptions of the 
present occupation of Cuba. Here is 
the letter in full: 


Pinar del Rio, Cuba, Jan. 6, 1899. 


Dear Mother: 
I received your letter yesterday, also 


the papers, the first since I left home. 
It seems like home to get a paper. 


We left Huntsville, December 27 and 


arrived here January 5. It was a long 
ride and a nice voyage. I saw "Morro 
castle" and the Battleship Maine as 
we anchored in Havana^harbor. We 
did not get a warm meal from the time 
we stained 
till 
last night 
When 


traveling we had for rations, corned 
beef, canned tomatoes, ham, salmon, 
peaches, hard tack and coffee. 
Last 


night we had fried potatoes, . fried 
onions, hard tack and coffee. 


Tell Pa to tell Uncle Rube (Major 


Whipple) to come and see me if he goes 
after the bodies of the Second regiment. 
We are about 90 miles from Havana. 
We are in camp in a nice place but 
have to go two miles after water. 
There are ten Cubans guarding the 
spring so the Spaniards can't put 
poison in the water. We won't do a 
thing to them if we catch them at it 
We have cots and blankets but don't 
need the blankets. It is great weather 
down here, when North Adams people 
were wearing overcoats and mittens, 
New Tear's day, we stood on deck in 
our shirt sleeves listening to the band. 


There are sights of oranges and co- 


coanuts here but we are forbidden to 
eat them. Fuller is in my company 
and another fellow from Co. M. N. G. 
V., also Rosie. 


We have just had dinner, menu: Beef, 


potatoes, onions, hard tack and coffee. 
I just told Ed. Gordon that I had some 
papers from home. He said he was 
glad Cady was elected mayor. 


When we were inarching through 


the streets of Havana we were cheered 
by the Cubans and Spaniards. The 
Spaniards say they will obey the rules 
of the United States. 


Tell Uncle Rube the 8th regulars are 


do.'ng garrison duty in Havana, don't 
forget. 


We are going to have canvas suits 


soon. The first sergeant said that if 
we went back to the United States in 
a year we would be stationed at Platts- 
burg, N. T. Our barracks are at San 
Francisco, Cal. 


As we were on the train coming from 


Havana we saw lots of block houses. 
They are all right. They are made out 
of brick and stone with no windows, 
only holes about as large as dollar bills. 
A detail of 25 men went to the woods 
this morning for stove wood. 
They 


Look 20 rounds of ammunition, in case 
they encounter Spanish guerillas. 
I 


am detailed to look over potatoes and 
onions that were specked on the way 
here. 


The mountains here are grand and 


the scenery great. 


Col. Bryan's regiment was in the 


harbor 
the 
same 
time we 
were. 


Bryan has resigned. 


We have the best gun made "The 


Crag-Jorgesen." 


Well, I have written & long letter so I 


think I will close. Tell Arthur to give 
my best regards to all the boys I 
knew once upon a time. Tell Pa to 
remember me to all the "cops." Write 
as soon as you receive this and send 
some postage stamps. Regards to all,
